Health care initiative ‘inundated’ by interest 


Effort seeks ‘fundamental change’ to benefit individuals 
and entire U.S. economy, Berkshire CEO tells CNBC

A new initiative aimed at cut- 
ting costs while improving health 
care is attracting strong inter- 
est, Warren Buffett said Monday, 
even before the person who will 


be in charge is on the job. 

The goal of the health care ini- 
tiative is not simply to help Berk- 
shire Hathaway Inc., Amazon and 
JPMorgan Chase cut costs for 
their 1 million employees, Buffett 
said during an interview in Oma- 
ha on CNBC’s “Squawk Box” early 


morning business program. 

“Were looking for something 
much bigger than that,” said Buf- 
fett, the chairman and chief ex- 
ecutive of Berkshire, namely a 
“fundamental change” that would 
reach to all parts of the economy, 
including the average working 
person. 

During the three-hour inter- 
view, held at an Omaha hotel, 
Buffett talked about a wide range 


of topics with CNBC interviewer 
Becky Quick, including gun laws, 
the foreign trade deficit and, of 
course, investing. 

Buffett said it would be easy 
for Amazon, Berkshire and JP- 
Morgan to negotiate with health 
care providers for a 3 or 4 percent 
expense cut, but that wouldn’t ad- 
dress the larger problems.

Strip joints 
owner says 


he'll sue if 
bill passes 


Regulation of bottle clubs 
has plenty of backers but 
remains a long shot

LINCOLN — The owner of four 
private strip clubs said Monday 
that there’s no need for the state 
to regulate his businesses. If state 
officials try, Shane Harrington 
said, he’ll go to court and win. 

“TIm operating well within the 
constitution,” Harrington said. 
“Even if a law is passed, I’m not 
closing my clubs ... and I’m filing 
a lawsuit.” 

He spoke after a 90-minute 
public hearing in which a state 
senator, the state liquor commis- 
sion, the Omaha City Council and 
representatives of Catholic and 
children’s organizations called for 
a return to a time when private 
bottle clubs — which allow club 
members to bring in their own 
liquor — are required to obtain 
state liquor licenses, like bars and 
restaurants. 

Most of those testifying in fa- 
vor of Legislative Bill 747 said the 
proposal wasn’t about the totally 
nude dancing allowed at Har- 
rington’s bottle clubs (including 
one near 72nd and Dodge Streets 
in Omaha), but about making such 
operations adhere to the same 
rules as places that sell alcohol. 

Hobert Rupe of the Nebraska 
Liquor Control Commission said 
bars and restaurants with liquor 
licenses must allow police to enter

U.S. SUPREME COURT 


Quick end 
for DACA 
is rejected

WASHINGTON — The U.S. Su- 
preme Court on Monday handed 
President Donald Trump a sig- 
nificant defeat, turning down the 
administration’s plea for a quick 
ruling on the president’s power 
to end special protections for so- 
called Dreamers. 

The court’s decision not to hear 
the administration’s appeal im- 
mediately could keep in place a 
legal shield for the nearly 700,000 
young immigrants for the rest of 
this year and perhaps longer. 

The Justice Department had 
sought to leapfrog the U.S. ap- 
peals courts in California and 
New York. The department had 
asked for an “immediate review” 
of a nationwide order by U.S. 
District Judge William Alsup in 
San Francisco that required the 
government to maintain for now 
the Obama-era program known 
as Deferred Action for Childhood 
Arrivals, or DACA. 

The action the administration 
sought was rare. It has been near- 
ly 30 years since the Supreme 
Court granted review of a district 
judge’s ruling before an appeals
